THERE ARE only 432 shel­ 
ters in the city with a 100 per 
cent protection factor, and 
spaces with 20 to 40 per cent 
protection factors for 13,400 
additional persons. Work is 
continuing on the plan, and 
much remains to be done.

Lectures and workshops con­ 
ducted by the city fire depart­ 
ment on first aid are now 

i available to 10 or more people

at one time, or to service 
groups. The Building Depart­ 
ment has Information on home 
shelters, and surveys arc un­ 
derway to increase the number 
of available shelters.

However, with the current 
plan, the city Is able to meet 
most emergencies with a min­ 
imum amount of interruption 
In city government. Medical 
supplies are adequate ami 
needed police and fire equip­ 
ment is available. 

Plans are being reviewed con­ 
stantly, and proposals for im­ 
provement are already forth­ 
coming They will be the sub­ 
ject of the final article in this 
series.
